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REPORT. 



ATI.ANTA, Ga., January i8, 1906. 
To His Excellency, Jos, M. Terrell, Governor, 

Sir : The Railroad Commission, in obedience to the Act creating it, 
begs leave to submit this its thirty-third annual report : 

The year just closed has been one of unusual business before the 
Railroad Commission. The wave of prosperity which has been so general 
throughout the country for some time has, no doubt, affected no other 
line of business as it has the avenues of trade and travel. The great 
progress made in the manufacture of all kinds of goods, the replacement 
by machinery of hand labor, and the competitive trade conditions, have all 
brought about a greatly reduced mat-gin of profit in traffic of all kinds, 
and thus the question of transportation charges has come to be a most 
important factor in almost every line of business. As the business in- 
terests have been thus directed to matters of transportation, so has com- 
munication with the Railroad Commission by the shippers and receivers 
of freight throughout the State been increased. These communications 
ha^'e been many in the nature of complaints, petitions, claims for over- 
charges and for delays in the transportation and delivery of shipments, 
and many being requests for information concerning the rules and regu- 
lations of the Commission. 

These matters are too numerous and would require too much space 
in this report for us to undertake to give any history of them, and we will 
therefore refer only to one or two of the most important matters which 
have had the attention of the Commission since its last annual report. 
The records in the office, however, show in complete detail the direction 
given all matters which have been before the Board. 

REDUCTIONS IN INTERSTATE AND INTRASTATE RATES. 

In the thirty-second report of the Commission, a brief history was 
given of the efforts of the Board to bring about what it considered a 



more equitable and proper adjustment of the then existing rates. A very 
full reference was made to the issuance by the Commission of Circulars 
Nos. 301 and 302 ; of how the enforcement of these circulars was en- ^ 
joined in the Federal Court by the railroad companies, and of the revo- 
cation of said circulars by the Commission upon advice of State's counsel,, 
with the promise from the representative of the railroad companies that 
if the Commission would revoke said circulars, the suits, then pending 
in the courts against the enforcement thereof, would be withdrawn, and 
negotiations would be entered into with a view to so readjusting all rates, 
both interstate and local, as would meet the views of the Railroad Com- 
mission. In line with the understanding and agreement had, the rail- 
roads, on February i, 1905, published considerably reduced rates from the 
East and West, and in May, following, a readjustment of the class and 
commodity rates was made between the important points within the State 
of Georgia. All of these were material reductions, and as a result thereof, 
much has been saved the shippers and receivers of freight in this State. 

Besides these special reductions, the Commission has added to its 
classification many new items of freight and has lowered a great many 
rates by reductions in its freight classification. This method last referred 
to of revising freight rates is used by the Commission continually through- 
out each year, and while the Standard Tariflf has not been changed in 
several years, many reductions have been made by amendments to the 
classification, this being a way just as effective in bringing about reduc- 
tions as if the tariff itself were revised. 

RATES ON STOVES. 

On May 10, 1905, after extended hearings and investigations upon 
the subject of rates on stoves, the Commission issued Circular No. 305, 
publishing special rates on stoves from Atlanta, to various junction points 
in this State, and on June 6th, followmg, the same adjustment was carried 
out with reference to Rome, Dalton and Rockmart by the publication of 
Circular No. 306. As was the case with Circulars Nos. 301 and 302, the 
railroads sued out an injunction in Chatham Superior Court enjoining 
the Commission from enforcing these reduced rates on stoves. On July 
19th, following, the Commission issued Circular No. 309, which published 
rates on stoves made upon the same basis as that used in Circulars Nos. 



^*05 and 306, but extending the application of these rates not only to 
Atlanta, Rome, Dalton and Rockmart, but made them applicable between 
Atlanta, Athens, Augusta, Brunswick, Columbus, Dalton, Macon, Rock- 
mart, Rome, Savannah, and the various junction points throughout the 
State. The operation of this circular was also enjoined by the railroads, 
bur not until after the effective date of the circular. 

During the period intervening the effective date of this circular and 
the date upon which the order restraining its operation was granted, cer- 
tain shippers of stoves located in Atlanta tendered to the several lines of 
railway at that point shipments of stoves which the railroads refused to 
receive and transport at the rates named in said circular. Whereupon 
the shippers complained of this fact to the Railroad Commission, and 
the papers in these cases were submitted by this Board to the Attomey- 
Ceneral, who instituted suits for the recovery of the penalty provided 
by law- for non-compliance with the orders of the Railroad Commission, 
and the Board is advised that these suits are now pending in the courts. 

Upon a review by the Supreme Court of the decision from Chatham 
Superior Court, granting an injunction against the operation of Circulars 
Nos. 305, 306 and 309, the higher court reversed the lower court. 

FREIGHT TARIFFS OF THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY, CEN- 
TRAL OF GEORGIA RAILWAY AND ATLANTIC COAST 
LINE RAILROAD COMPANIES. * 

On January i8th, the Comrnission issued Circulars Nos. 316, 317 
and 318, providing that on and after February 19, 1906, the Southern 
Railway and the Central of Georgia Railway companies shall be classified 
in the Commissioners' Classified List of Railroads as Class "B,'' which 
will have the effect of reducing the percentage above the Standard Tariff 
of twenty-five per cent, heretofore allowed these lines of railway, to 
fifteen per cent, above said tariff, or a net reduction of ten per cent, in the 
local rates allowed these railroads in Georgia. 

The Atlantic Coast Line was at the same time changed from Class 
'''B*' to Class "A- 1," which will have the effect of reducing the rates al- 
lowed that company by this Commission ten per cent. 

These reductions apply to the entire systems above named, and hence 
a ^reat many are benefited thereby. 



RECIPROCAL DEMURRAGE RULES. 

During the session of the last General Assembly, a Bill, introduced 
by Hon. E. T. Steed, of Carroll county, which had for its purpose the 
conferring upon the Railroad Commission power to require railroad com- 
panies promptly to receive, receipt for, transport and deliver to destination 
all freights offered for shipment, was passed, and in line with this Act,, 
the Commission published rules carrying the provisions of this legislation 
into effect. 

For several years the Railroad Commission has urged in its annual 
report the passage of this legislation, and different members of the Com- 
mission have appeared before committees of the General Assembly in 
support of this measure. Before the passage of this Bill, the Commission 
was wholly without authority to enforce reciprocal demurrage rules or 
to require the prompt receipt, transportation, or delivery of freight to 
destination, or the furnishing of cars, etc., but with this increased au- 
thority, the Board is of opinion that in so far as these matters are con- 
cerned, it is now in position to do complete justice to shipper and as well 
to the carrier companies. The General Assembly is to be commended 
xipon its wisdom, and its ideas of duty, for this legislation, and we earn- 
estly trust that it will see, as do the members of the Commission, the 
necessity for the enactment into law of the following recommendations : 

ARBITRATIONS. 

During the year just passed, the different members of the Commis- 
sion have been called upon to arbitrate a ntjmber of tax returns, where 
questions of disputed valuations have arisen between the Comptroller- 
General and the railroads. The provisions of the law with reference to 
the procedure before these boards are so meager and inadequate, as to 
constrain the Commission to call attention again to the lack of uniformity 
in these arbitrations and the decided disadvantage in which the State is 
placed at these hearings. The railroads are always represented before the 
arbitration boards by skilled and able lawyers, who have thoroughly pre- 
pared and present all the details of the case favorable to their contention* 



In addition to this their tax experts testify as to the valuation of the prop- 
erty to be assessed. On the other hand the State is not represented by 
attorney, and only by the Commissioner appointed by the Comptroller- 
General to sit as arbitrator in the case. It is submitted that an arbitrator, 
or umpire, should never be prosecutor and judge at the same time, but 
unless the State's arbitrator does act as attorney, of prosecutor, as well 
as arbitrator, in preparing and presenting the State's contention to the 
Board, it will readily be seen that the State is at every disadvantage. It 
will be borne in mind that the arbitrator is sworn impartially to deter- 
mine the issue between the State and the railroad, and this state of mind 
is difficult to be maintained if the arbitrator is to prepare the case and 
combat the contentions of the railroads and their attorneys. The State 
must either see the preparation of the case neglected, or its arbitrator 
acting as judge and prosecutor at one and the same time. 

We feel sure the State does not desire this cbndition to exist. Where 
millions of dollars* worth of property is thus to be assessed it is but fair 
to the State and railroads alike that they be put upon the same footing 
before the board of arbitration. 

And this leads us also to recommend some uniform method of arbi- 
tration, or determining the true value of the property of the railroads to 
be assessed. Under the present law, uniformity can only be approximated 
at best. It will be remembered that no two of the arbitration boards are 
composed ^like. In every case one of the arbitrators is appointed by the 
Comptroller-General from the members of the Railroad Commission ; one 
by the railroad whose property is to be assessed, and in case of disagree- 
ment of these two, they select a third person, or umpire, who, under the 
decision of the Attorney-General, has the full and sole power in case of 
non-agreement of the arbitrators to fix and determine the valuation of 
millions of dollars' worth of property. In the first place, there is no uni- 
formity in this method, for no two boards are constituted alike with 
reference to its personnel. One board fixes one basis to work from; 
another board constituted diflferently, thinks and acts from an entirely 
different point of view, and thus we find that there is no uniformity in 
the system. One railroad is made to pay upon one basis and valuation, 
and another upon another. One may be assessed at less than its value and 
another at less still. The Constitution of the State provides that taxation 
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shall be uniform upon the same class of property, but under the present 
system it can be readily seen that this is well-nigh impossible. However 
eager and earnest the different boards may be to bring about uniformity, 
in the very nature of things, as at present provided by law, this end can 
not be ever approximately attained. 

Lastly, to put the determination of the assessment of millions of 
dollars' worth of property in the hands of one man, the umpire, in case 
of failure to agree by the arbitrators, or arbitrator and umpire, is a con- 
dition sufficient, in our opinion, to call for legislation upon this subject. 
The umpire may be ever so honest, and desire to do right, but he is one 
man, and his judgment may be seriously at fault, and thus do great 
injustice to State or railroad. But "in a multitude of council there is 
wisdom,'' and we respectfully submit that the gravity of the situation is 
sufficient to call for earnest and conscientious action upon the subject by 
our lawmakers, and legislation by them that will be fair and just to 
people and railroads alike. 

EXTRA PASSENGER TRAINS WHEN REGULAR TRAINS ARE 
MUCH BEHIND SCHEDULE. 

The competition between the main lines of railway in this* State for 
through passengers, who reach them generally in sleeping-cars, results, 
during nearly half of the months of the year, and measurably during the 
other months, in their trains leaving initial points behind their scheduled 
time for departure, by reason of waiting for the arrival of trains due on 
connecting roads. These delays in time of departure are very frequently 
more than one hour and in many cases from two to four hours. The 
inconvenience to the pepple at the local stations, as the result of these de- 
lays, is very great. Business men, ladies with children, sometimes physi- 
cians called to treat serious cases at other stations must wait at these way 
stations for hours, losing valuable time, and, if the weather be inclement, 
even endangering health because the trains do not arrive approximately on 
schedule time. 

On the main- lines in Georgia over which through sleeping-cars run, 
there are upwards of 450 stations. On some of these lines there are two 
or three trains per day, carrying sleeping cars, hence the long delays 



caused by waiting at initial points for the through cars are multiplied 
in that proportion, and although the through trains do not stop at all of 
these stations, the number of local patrons thus inconvenienced, it will 
readily be observed, amounts to possibly thousands per day. And the 
number is much increased when we add those at stations on the branch 
roads and other connections whose trains are held, awaiting the arrival of 
those on the main lines. 

It is. not to the interest of this State that so much of its business 
energy should be thus suspended daily, that such inconvenience and an- 
noyance should be thus inflicted upon the Georgia patrons of the rail- 
roads solely for the accommodation of a few through passengers, hence 
' we recommend that the railroad companies whose trains are thus held out 
of their advertised schedules be required, by the General Assembly, to run 
passenger trains for the benefit of their local patrons on those days when 
the demands of their through service cause such delays of the character 
above referred to as may be deemed against the interest of the local 
I>atrons; and we recommend that the Railroad Commission be clothed 
v/ith power for enforcing this proposed law. 

END PLATFORMS AND DOORS TO FREIGHT CONDUCTORS' 

CABS. 

It has b^en brought to the notice of the Commission that on some of 
the railroad lines in this State the cabs of the conductors of freight trains 
liave no end platforms or doors. It is needless to say that these end plat- 
forms add to the safety of the crew's, who otherwise have no access to the 
interiors of the cabs except by side doors, reached by ladders. Hence we 
recommend that the General Assembly enact a law to the effect that end 
platforms and doors be provided for all freight conductors' cabs. 

SIDE-TRACKS AND PHYSICAL CONNECTIONS BETWEEN 

RAILROADS. 

In our opinion, the Commission ought to have conferred upon it the 
authority to require railroad companies to construct and maintain side- 
tracks wherever the public convenience demands them, and where the 
volume of business warrants their construction. 
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The General Assembly has heretofore seen proper to empower the 
Commission to require the location and erection of freight arid passenger 
depot buildings. Side-tracks, being quite as necessary, and, indeed, as 
much a part of the indispensable facilities required for the proper handling 
of traffic as depot buildings themselves, ought, as we believe, to be like- 
wise comprehended by the law so as to enable the Board to require the 
roads, whenever necessary, to afford adequate side-track facilities. If it is 
desirable that the Commission be clothed with the power to require the 
erection of a depot, it is equally desirable and reasonable that such an 
important concomitant as side-tracks be made subject to the same regula-^ 
tions, and we so recommend. 

Practically the same reasoning applies to the provision of such physi- 
cal connection between intersecting and connecting lines of railway as will 
render possible the interchange of freights and cars between such lines. 
Several cases have come to the knowledge of the Commission, where, on 
account of conflicting interests or unfriendly feeling, the officials of inter- 
secting lines refused to make such connections, with the result that incon- 
venience and hardship were put upon the people, who are entitled to route 
their freights by the shortest line, regardless of the relations existing^ 
between the managements of the different railroads. 

We therefore recommend that legislation be enacted, conferring upon 
the Railroad Commission the authority in such cases, to require the inter- 
secting or connecting railroads to put in the usual appliances to render 
feasible and convenient the interchange of freight and cars. 

VENUE IN SUITS TO RECOVER PENALTY. 

We recommend that the law be so amended as to authorize the bring- 
ing of suit to recover penalties for the violation of rules and orders of the 
Commission in the county wherein such violation may be committed, 
instead of, as at present, in the county in which are located the principal 
offices of the offending company. We are aware of no good reason to the 
contrary, and are convinced that the change suggested would not only aid 
largely in the attainment of justice, but would also render more economical 
and convenient its administration. 

For example, where a railroad company has failed to comply with 
an order of the Board requiring the construction of a depot at a point in a 
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given county, instead of bringing suit to recover the statutory penalty in 
that county, it is necessary to go perhaps hundreds of miles in order to 
bring suit in the county where the company's principal offices are located. 
And this, notwithstanding the fact that the State's evidence to prove the 
necessity for such depot and the reasonableness of the Commission's order, 
must be found in the vicinity of the proposed location, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the defendant railroad company could there present its 
case equally as well as at the county of its home office. 

As it now is, the State must either bear the expense of summoning 
witnesses from a distance, or rely upon answers to written interrogatories. 
The jury is precluded from inspecting the premises, while the trial of all 
such suits in the county where the violation occurred would entirely obvi- 
ate the difficulties above mentioned. 

MANDAMUS. 

At this time, the only means given the Commission by law to compel 
obedience to its rules and regulations is to sue in the courts for the re- 
covery of penalties provided by the statute in cases where such rules and 
regulations are violated. 

This remedy is manifestly inadequate and ought to be improved. 
The law should, in our judgment, be so amended as to enable the courts of 
this State, either by mandamus or mandatory injunction, in a summary 
way, to compel carriers specifically to perform the duties which they as- 
sume, or which are imposed upon them by law. 

An example will suffice to demonstrate the necessity as above sug- 
gested. A railroad company finds that its revenues can be increased by 
charging exorbitant or discriminatory rates. The Commission issues an 
order requiring the company to desist. The company refuses. The Com- 
mission institutes suit to recover the statutory penalty. The maximum 
that can be recovered is five thousand dollars. The company finds that it 
would be to its financial advantage to litigate, even if compelled finally to 
pay the penalty. The litigation draws its slow length through the courts ; 
and months, even years, elapse before the penalty is finally recovered. In 
the meantime, the public has been compelled to pay the unjust rate, and 
perhaps the commercial prosperity of a town or section has been destroyed. 
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If a given order or rule of the Commission is to be tested in the 
courts, it seems to us that its actual enforcement under mandamus from 
the courts would best demonstrate whether it was reasonable or unreason- 
able. It would enable the Commission to give immediate relief to the 
public, and at the same time would reserve to the carrier companies all of 
the legal rights that they now enjoy. Hence, we earnestly recommend 
that the law be amended as above indicated.

OIBOULAB NO. 804. 

Storage Rule No. 6, as appears on page 33 of the Thirty-Second Annual Report 
of this Commission, is hereby repealed, and the following rule substituted in lieu 
thereof : 

STORAGE RULE NO. 6. 

<' Where a consignee shall give to the delivering carrier notice of his refusal 
to accept a shipment of freight properly tendered in pursuance of the bill of lading, 
the delivering carrier shall give to the consignor legal notice of such refusal, and if 
the consignor fails within three days thereafter to give direction for the disposition 
of such goods, he shall thenceforth become liable to such carrier for the usual 
storage charges, to the same extent, and at the same rate, as such charges are now, 
under like circumstances, by the rules of this Commission, imposed upon consignees 
who neglect or refuse, after notice of arrival, to remove freight of like character. 

*'And where a consignee of freight either in carloads or less than carloads 
shall fail or neglect to remove such freight within six days after the expiration of 
free time, then the carrier shall, through the agent at point of shipment, so notify 
the shipper, unless the consignee has signified his acceptance of the property. Said 
notice may either be served personally or given by mail. 

'* No such notice to the consignor, however, shall be required of a carrier com- 
pany where goods are shipped in less than carload lots, unless such goods, or the 
packages containing the same, shall legibly bear the name and address of the con- 
signor thereof. 

''A consignee who has once refused to accept a consignment of goods, shall 
not thereafter be entitled to receive the same, except upon the payment of all 
charges for storage which would otherwise have accrued." 

The following rule is hereby adopted as Freight Rule No. 80 of this Commis- 
sion: 

FREIGHT RULE NO. 30. 

"When a number of different articles, all of which are in the same class, 
either in carload or less than carload, are shipped at one time by one consignor to 
one consignee and destination in carloads, such car or cars shall be taken at the car- 
load rate per 100 pounds and at the highest minimum carload weight established for 
either of the articles contain^ in car, actual weight to be charged for if in excess 
of such carload minimum. 

'* If the articles are in different classes, either in carloads or less than car- 
loads, the highest carload rate and minimum weight provided for either of the 
articles in car shall be charged on all articles that make up the carload, actual 
weight to be charged for when in excess of the specified minimum weight. 

'' Provided, That in no case shall the total charge for any mixed carload of 
freight, exceed the charge that would be arrived at by applying the less carload 
rate for each article at the actual weight thereof." 
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SOUTHERN EXPRESS MILK TARIFF. 

The tariff showing express rates on milk as appears on page 116 of the Thirty- 
Second Annual Report of this Commission is hereby amended by the provision of a 
scale of rates for distances in excess of 100 miles, as follows :

The following is hereby adopted as Freight Bule No. 80 of the Bailroad Com- 
mission : 

BULK 80. 

Upon the request of a consignee or consignees of a carload shipment of coal or 
lumber for re weighing a car or cars, provided such request is made within the free 
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time prescribed by the Storage Rales of this Commission, it shall be the duty of 
the delivering line, within forty-eight hours after the receipt of such request, pro- 
vided such line has track scales at that point, to have the same reweighed (in the 
presence of consignee or his agent, if it be so desired) by a sworn weigher, who 
shall furnish to the consignee a certificate showing the gross, tare, and net weights 
thereof. If the net weight thus ascertained shall differ from the billed weight by 
more than one per cent, of the latter, subject to a minimum of five hundred pounds, 
the billing shall be corrected to the reweight. 

Provided, however, that no railroad company shall be required to reweigh cars, as 
herein provided for, unless the consignee shall, at the time of requesting reweight, 
deposit with the agent of the delivering line the sum of two dollars, which amount, 
when the billed weight is corrected as hereinbefore provided for, shall be refunded 
to the consignee within twenty-four hours after corrected weights are ascertained* 

Free time for unloading cars which are reweighed as herein specified, provided 
the billed weights thereof are corrected as set out in paragraph one, shall begin at 
7:00 o'clock a.m., on the day following that upon which reweighing was done. 

For a violation by any railroad company in this State of the provisions of this 
rule, or any of them, such railroad company shall pay to the consignee so offended, 
within thirty days after demand therefor is made by the consignee, the sum of one 
dollar per day, for each offense, for each day that such violation continues. 



STORAGE RULES. 



Storage Rule No. 10, as shown in the Thirty-second Report of the Commission^ 
will hereafter be known as Rule No. 8, and rules numbers 1, 8 and 9 as appear in said 
report are hereby repealed, and the following rules are adopted to take effect with 
this Circular: 

RULE 1. 

Upon the arrival at destination of any and all freights, the delivering line shall, 
within twenty-four hours thereafter, give to consignees thereof legal notice of such 
arrival, and the giving of such legal notice as hereinafter defined shall be a condition 
precedent to the collection by railroad companies of any storage charges upon any 
shipment, notice of arrival of which has not been thus served upon the consignee, 
and no storage charges shall be assessed nor collected other than as authorized by 
these rules. 

For failure to give such legal notice of arrival, the railroad company at fault shall 
pay to the consignee so offended the sum of one dollar per car per day, on carload 
shipments, and one cent per hundred pounds per day, on less than carload shipments, 
for each day during which the terms of this rule are not complied with. 

RULE 9. 

Railroad companies are required to furnish cars promptly upon request therefor. 
When a shipper files with a railroad company written application for a car or cars, 
stating therein the character of freight to be shipped, and its destination, such 
railroad company shall furnish same within four days (Sundays and legal holidays 
excepted) from seven o'clock a. m , of the day following the receipt of such appli- 
cation* 
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For a violation of this rule, the railroad company at fault shall, within thirty 
days after demand in writing is made therefor, pay to the shipper so offended, the 
sum of one dollar per car per day, or fraction of a day, after expiration of free 
time, during which such violation continues. 

RULE 10. 

Whenever freight of any character, proper for transportation, whether in carload 
quantities or less, is tendered to a railroad company at its customary place for 
receiving shipments, and correct shipping instructions given, such railroad company 
shall immediately receive the same and issue bills of lading therefor. And when a 
shipment is thus received, the same must be carried forward at a rate of not lees 
than fifty miles per day of twenty-four hours, computed from seven o'clock a.m., of 
the day following the receipt of shipment. 

For failure to so receive or transport shipments as hereinbefore provided for, 
the railroad company at fault shall, within thirty days after demand in writing 
is made therefor, pay to the shipper so offended, or other party whose interest is 
affected thereby, the sum of one dollar per car on carload shipments, and one cent 
per hundred pounds, subject to a minimum of five cents, on less than carload ship- 
ments, for each day or fraction thereof,- that the terms of this rule are not complied 
with. 

Provided, however, that when rehandling of a shipment, or transferring same 
from one car to another, is necessary in reaching its destination, twenty-four hours 
shall be allowed at each point where such rehandling or transfer is necessary. 

Provided further, that if upon account of accident, or for other cause, over which 
the railroad company has no control, it be impracticable to comply with the terms of 
this rule, the time during which compliance therewith is suspended shall be counted 
as free time. As to any dispute growing out of this provision, however, the Com- 
mission shall be the sole judge. 

RULE 11. 

Where in accordance with the rules of this Commispion a railroad company places 
a car or cars at a reasonably accessible point on its team tracks, or on a private track 
designated by the shipper, free time for the loading of such car or cars shall expire 
forty-eight hours from the time the same are so placed, exclusive of Sundays, legal 
holidays, and such hours on other days during the free period between seven o'clock 
A.M., and seven o'clock p.m., when the inclemency of the weather may render the 
work of loading such cars reasonably impracticable, of which, in cases of dispute* 
the Commission shall judge ; and thereafter a charge of no more than one dollar 
per car per day, or fraction of a day, may be assessed and collected by the railroad 
company, until such car or cars have been tendered to the railroad company. 

If the shipper should fail for forty-eight hours after the expiration of free time 
to begin loading such car or cars, the railroad company placing them may consider 
them released, and may remove such car or cars, and collect two dollars for each 
car, covering demurrage then due for two days, and upon failure of the shipper to 
pay this assessment, or other penalty for which he has become liable under these 
rules, railroad companies will be excused from placing cars for future shipments 
until such assessment has been paid. 
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BJTLE 12. 

Railroad companies are required to make prompt delivery of all freights upon the 
arrival thereof at destination. For failure to deliver freights at its freight depot, 
or to place loaded cars at an accessible point for unloading the same, within forty- 
eight hours, exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays, computed from seven o'clock 
A.M^ the day after the arrival of same at destination over its line, the railroad com- 
pany at fault shall pay to the shipper or consignee of such goods, one dollar per car 
per day on carload shipments, and one cent per hundred pounds per day in less than 
earload shipments, for each day or fraction thereof, that such delivery is so delayed. 

This Circular shall become effective on and after October 23, 1905, and repeals 
everything in conflict.

Numerous inquiries and complaints having been made to the Railroad Com- 
mission, with reference to the weights of empty cars, as used in determining the net 
weights of earload shipments by deducting from the gross weight the weight of the 
car used as printed on the side thereof, it is the opinion of the Commission that 
all empty cars should be re- weighed and the correct weight of each car stenciled 
thereon, together with the date upon which such car was last weighed. It is there- 
upon. 

Ordered, That on and after the first day of May. 1906, no railroad company shall 
be allowed for the purpose of collecting transportation charges to use as the correct 
weight of any car used in the transportation of freight between points in this State 
the weight marked on the side of such car, unless such car has been weighed sub- 
sequent to the first day of November, 1905, in accordance with the following rule : 

Each car shall be uncoupled and freed from all bearings or weights which are 
not properly a part of such car, and shall be weighed by a si^orn weigher, who shall 
furnish this office with a certificate duly sworn to, of the weight, together with the 
initials and number of the car, and the weight thus ascertained must be stenciled 
on the side of the car with the date upon which such weight was ascertained.

State, for the transaction of business with the public, is hereby formally established ^f^^i^^ 
and located at the point and on the premises where the same is now being so main- cies with- 
tained and conducted. No such depot, station, office or agency, as aforesaid, now o? commit 
established, or that hereafter may be established, pursuant to orders made by the^^**'^- 
Commission, or voluntarily by such company, or otherwise, shall be closed, removed, 
suspended, discontinued or abolished, without authority granted by the Commission 
upon written application. 

RULE 8. 

All applications that may be made, asking that the Commission will require the 
establishment of any railroad, telegraph or express office, station or agency, or the con- Appiica- 
struction or improvement of any depot building, whether for freight or passengers, or poS, what 
for both, shall clearly and fully set forth in detail all of the reasons and grounds upon *S®^i<j 
which such applications may be based, and in so doing, shall give, as nearly as may be show, 
practicable, tbe following information: The population of the town, city, or other 
locality in question, the number of stores, schools, churches, factories, etc., in and ad- 
jacent thereto, the actual and immediately prospective volume of business to be 
accommodated by the said improvement desired, and all such further information as 
would enable the Commission understandingly to judge of the necessity for such im- 
provement, and intelligently to act upon such application.

with orders made by the Commission, or otherwise. 
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STORAGE RULES. 
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BULE 1. 

Upon the arrival at destination of any and all freights, the delivering line shall 
within twenty-four hours thereafter, give to consignees thereof legal notice of such 
arrival, and the giving of such legal notice as hereinafter defined shall be a condition 
precedent to the collection by railroad companies of any storage charges upon any 
shipment, notice of arrival of which has not been thus served upon the consignee, and 
no storage charges shall be assessed nor collected other than as authorized by these 
. rules. 

For failure to give such legal notice of arrival, the railroad company at fault shall 
pay to the consignee so offended the sum of one dollar per car per day, on carload ship- 
ments, and one cent per hundred pounds per day, on less than carload shipments, for 
each day during which the terms of this rule are not complied with. 

BULE 2. 

Legal notice, as herein understood and intended, may be either served by mail or 
personally ; and the leaving of notice at the consignee's residence, or usual place of 
doing business, shall also be considered personal notice. In either case, such notice 
must show the weight 61 the freight in quesfion, and the amount of charges due 
thereon ; and in case of carload shipments, shall show as well the initials and number, 
or numbers, of the car or cars containing the same. 

If such notice be served personally upon the consignee, the period of free time 
within which to receive such freight and to remove the same from the custody of the 
delivering railroad company, shall begin at seven o'clock a. m., on the day after such 
notice is served, and shall continue during forty-eight hours, exclusive of Sundays, 
legal holidays, and such hours on other days during the free period, between seven 
o'clock A. M., and seven o'clock p. m., as the inclemency of the weather may render the 
removal of the freight in question from the custody of the carrier reasonably imprac- 
ticable, of which, in case of dispute, the Commission shall judge. 

Where notice is served by mail the time allowed (as free time) shall be computed 
from seven o'clock a. m., of the second day after such notice has been given. 

Provided, That where such notice is alleged to have been served by mail, and the 
consignee makes oath that neither he nor any of his agents nor employees has received 
the same, then no storage charge shall be made until legal notice has been given, as 
above specified. 

Where one consignee receives over the lines of one railroad company in one day four 
or more cars that take track delivery, each of said cars, in excess of three, shall have 
seventy-eight hours of free time. 

Where consignors ship goods to themselves, or their order, the above prescribed 
written notice, duly mailed to the coAsignee at the point of delivery, shall be taken 
and held to be sufficient legal notice, whether such consignee actually receives the 
same or not. 

Where notice is given in substantial compliance with the foregoing requirements, the 
consignee shall not thereafter have the right to call in question the accuracy nor saffi-j 
dency of such notice, unless, within twenty-four hours after receiving the same, ha 
■hall serve upon the delivering carrier a full written statement of his objectiona to the 
ioaiifficiency of such notice. 
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BXJLE 3. 

Sab}ect to these rules and regulations, the maximum storage charges that may be 
lawfully assessed or collected by railroad companies in this State, where freight is not 
removed from their custody within the free time by these rules prescribed, shall be : 

On loaded cars, one dollar per car per day, or fraction of a day* 

On freight in carload lots, unloaded and stored in depots or warehouses, ten cents Amounts 
per ton of two thousand pounds per day, or fraction of a day. STcfirg- 

On freight in less than carload lots, stored in freight depots or warehouses, one cent ed. 
per hundred pounds per day, or fraction of a day. < 

Provided, That in no case shall the amount so collected on a less than carload ship> 
ment be greater than the maximum charge on a carload of freight similarly stored for 
the same length of time. 

^ RXJIiE 4. 

When a car, destined for delivery at a particular point, shall be brought within the 
customary switching limits of the delivering road at the point of destination desi^ated Arrival. 
In the bill of lading under which such shipment is carried, and is placed at a point not ^eflniUon 
more than three miles distant from the freight depot of such carrier, the goods therein 
contained shall, within the meaning of these rules, be deemed to have arrived at des- 
tination, in so far as to impose upon the consignee the duty of giving direction for the 
disposition and placing of the car, upon receipt by him of legal notice of the arrival 
thereof. 

BULE 5. 

A car taking track delivery must be, and remain, accessible to the consignee, for the 
purpose of unloading the same, during the prescribed free time. Cani^Mat 

If, during free time, a car be removed, or its unloading be otherwise obstructed or bie for un- 
prevented by the delivering railroad company, the consignee shall not be charged with lo^^^s- 
the consequent delay. 

If the delivering railroad company removes a car after storage begins thereon, such 
car shall, upon demand of the consignee, be pronjptly made accessible for the unload- 
ing thereof. 

RULE 6. 

Where a consignee shall give to the delivering carrier notice of his refusal to accept ^/pmlnta. 
a shipment of freight properly tendered in pursuance of the bill of lading, the deliver- 
ing carrier shall give to the consignor legal notice of such refusal, and if the consignor 
fails within three days thereafter to give direction for the disposition of such goods, he 
shall thenceforth become liable to such carrier for the usual storage charges, to the 
same extent, and at the same rate, as such charges are now, under like circumstances, 
by the rules of this Commission, imposed upon consignees who neglect or refuse, after 
notice of arrival, to remove freight of like character. 

And where a consignee of freight either in carloads or less than carloads shall fail 
or neglect to remove such freight within six days after the expiration of free time, then 
the carrier shall, through the agent at point of shipment, so notify the shipper, unless 
the consignee has signified his acceptance of the property. Said notice may either be 
served personally or given by mail. 

No such notice to the consignor, however, shall be required of a carrier company 
where goods are shipped in less than carload lots, unless such goods, or the packages 
containing the same, snail legibly bear the name and address of the consignor thereof. 
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A consignee who has once refused to accept a consignment of goods, sball not there- 
after be entitled to receive the same, except upon the payment of all charges for storage 
which would otherwise have accrued. 

RULE 7. 

A consignee whose place of business is located five miles, or over, from the depot to 
which his freight is billed, shall not be subject to any storage charge thereon until a 
sufficient time shall elapse, after legal notice of the arrival of such freight, tor such 
consignee to have removed the same from the custody of the delivering carrier ,by the 
exercise of reasonable diligence, of which, in case of dispute, the Commissi on shall 
judge. 

RULE 8. 

Where loaded cars are detained at the point of consignment for want of proper ship- 
ping instructions, or by reason of improper or excessive loading thereof by the ship- 
per, the railroad company may collect from such shipper one dollar per car for each 
day or fraction of a day that such car or cars may be so delayed. 

"Where loaded cars are detained at the point of consignment thereof through no fault 
of the shipper, and are not carried forward within twenty- four hours after the same 
are properly tendered to the railroad company for transportation, such shipper shall 
be entitled to collect from such railroad company one dollar per car for each day or 
fraction of a day that such car or cars may be so detained . 

BULE 9. 

Kailroad companies are required to furnish cars promptly upon request therefor. 

When a shipper files with a railroad company written application for a car or cars, 

stating therein the character of freight to be shipped, audits destination, surh railroad 

Railroads company shall furnish same within four days (Sundays and legal holidays excepted) 

furnish from seven o'clock a. m„ of the day following the receipt of such application. 

orSk^redf'^ ^^^ * violation of this rule, the railroad company at fault shall, within thirty days 

after demand in writing is made therefor, pay to the shipper so offended, the sum of 

one dollar per car per day, or fraction of a day after expiration of free time, during 

which such violation continues. 

RULE 10. 

Whenever freight of any character, proper for transportation, whether in carl oad 
quantities or less, is tendered to a railroad company at its customary place for receiv- 
ing shipments, and correct shipping instructions given, such railroad company shall 
immediately receive the same and issue bills of lading therefor. And when a ship- 
ment is thus received, the same must be carried forward at a rate of not less than fifty 
miles per day of twenty-four hours, computed from seven o'clock a. m., of the day 
following the receipt of shipment. 

For failure to so receive or transport shipments as hereinbefore provided for, the rail- 
road company at fault shall, withia thirty days after demand in writing is made there- 
for, pay to the shipper so ofi*ended, or other party whose interest is affected thereby, 
the sum of one dollar per car, on carload shipments, and one cent per hundred pounds, 
subject to a minimum of five cents, on less than carload shipments, for each day or 
fraction thereof, that the terms of this rule are not complied with. 
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The basis for any claim filed for a non-compliance with this rale shall be, in cases 
where the shipper specifies the routing, the actual route over which the shipment 
moved ; and in cases where no routing is specified by the shipper, the shortest mileage 
route shall be used. 

Provided, however, that when rehandling of a shipment, or transferring same from 
one car to another, is necessary in reaching its destination, twenty-four hours shall be 
allowed at each point, where such rehandling or transfer is necessary. 

Provided further, that if upon account of accident, or for other cause, over which 
the railroad company has no control, it be impracticable to comply with the terms of 
this rule, the time during which compliance therewith is suspended shall be counted' 
as free time. As to any dispute growing out of this provision, however, the Commi- 
ssion shall be the tole judge. 

RULE 11. 

Where in accordance with the rules of this Commission a railroad company places 
a car or cars at a reasonably accessible point on ita team tracks, or on a private track 
designated by the shipper, free time for the loading of such car or cars shall expire cars, 
forty-eight hours from the time the same are so placed, exclusive of Sundays, legal 
holidays, and such hours on other days during the free period between seven o'clock 
A.M. and seven o'clock p.m., when the inclemency of the weather may render the work 
of loading such cars reasonably impracticable, of which, in cases of dispute, the Com- 
mission shall judge ; and thereafter a charge of no more than one dollar per car per 
day, or fraction of a day may be assessed and collected by the railroad company, until 
such car or cars have been tendered to the railroad company. 

If the shipper should fail for forty-eiglt hours after the expiration of free time to 
begin loading such car or cars, the railroad company placing same may consider 
them released, and may remove such car or cars, and collect two dollars for each car, 
covering demurrage then due for the two days, and upon failure of the shipper to pay 
ibis assessment, or other penalty for which he has become liable under these rales, 
railroad companies will be excused from placing cars for future shipments until such 
assessment has been paid. 

RULE 12. 

' Railroad companies are required to make prompt delivery of all freights upon the 
arrival thereof at destination. For failure to deliver freights at its freighi depot, or to 
place loaded cars at an accessible point for unloading the same, within forty-eight Ballroads 
hours, exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays, computed from seven o'clock a. m., the SSmntly 
day after the arrival of same at destination over its line, the railroad company at fault ^S£^ 
shall pay to the shipper or consignee of such goods, one dollar per car per day on car- desuna. 
load shipments, and one cent jier hundred pounds per day in less than carload ship- ^^*°- 
ments, for each day or fraction thereof, that such delivery is so delayed.

DIRECTIONS FOR COMPUTING RATES. 

For the benefit of those who may not be familiar with the subject^ the 
following directions are given for the computation of rates from the Classi- 
fication and Tariff of the Commission, contained in this volume. 

This can best be done by an actual example : — Take for instance a 
shipment of dry *goods weighing 500 jiounds, from Savannah to Tennille, 
Ga. Tennille being on the line of the Central of Georgia Railway, we 
turn to the distance tables of that company, on page 93, where the distance 
from Savannah to Tennille is shown to be 135 miles. At the top of the 
page it will be noticed that the Central of Georgia Railway is in Freight 
Class C, and that reference is made to page No. 53. Turning to page 
53, a classified list of railroads in Georgia is found, the Central being in 
Class C ; and on the opposite page, (No. 52,) we find that on several 
classes of freight all roads in Class C are allowed to add 25 per cent, to rates 
shown in the Standard Tariff. 

Now turn to the Classification, which begins on page 57 (arranged in 

alphabetical order), and under the head of "D^' it will be seen that Dry 

Goods are in first-class. Turn to the Standard Tariff, page 54, and follow 

down the first column, which shows the miles. There being no distance of 

135 shown, the next highest distance governs; and opposite 140 miles, in 

the next column (this being the column for first-class), the rate is seen to 

be 57 cents per 100 pounds. The road being allowed to add 25 per cent. 

to this class, and 25 percent, of 57 cents being 14 cents, we find by adding 

the 57 and 14 together, that the maximum rate is 71 cents per 100 pounds 

or on the 500 pound shipment, $3.55. 

DIBECTIONS TO AGENTS BEGABDING THE CONSTBTTCTION OF JOINT 

BATES. 

Rule No. 27 provides that the maximum charge on a shipment which 
moves between two points, both located in the State of Georgia, but not 
located on the same road, shall be 90 per cent, of the sum of the local rates 
allowed to be charged by the roads handling the freight. 

' To illustrate, on a shipment of freight, taking 1st class, the rate from 
Fairburn, Ga., to Covington, Ga., (on the Georgia R. R.), will be arrived 
at as follows, viz.: Take the A. & W. P. rate for 1st class, Fairburn to At- 
lanta, which is 20c. ; to this add the Georgia R. R. rate from Atlanta to 
Covington (41 miles), which will be found to be 27c., making 47c. From 
this 10 per cent, must be deducted ; lO'per cent of 47c. is 4 and /q cents, or 
5c. (estimating the fraction as a unit) ; deduct this from 47c. and the re- 
sult will be 42c., which is the through 1st class rate Fairburn to Covington. 

In dividing the through rate each line will be allowed its local, less 10 
per cent., i. e,, the A. & W. P. will receive 20c., less 10 per cent., or 18c., 
and the Georgia R. R. 27c., less 10 per cent., or 24c. 

The attention of agents is called to the fact that many of the roads 
are allowed to charge greater than the standard rates. The classified list 
will be found on page 19, and on page 18 will be found the percent- 
age of increase allowed to such roads, and care should be taken to see that 
the standard rates are increased to the extent provided before the deduc- 
tion of 10 per cent, in arriving at joint or through rates. 

From the above instructions agents will be expected to be in position 
to ascertain what rates should be applied to joint shipments and required 
to work out such rates without calling on the General Freight office as 
heretofore.

AHD LAWS OF THE STATE RELATIHG TO RilLROADS. 
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The following is the law under which the Railroad Commission was created, bein 
Act No. 269, Part 1, Title 12 of the Acts and Besolutions of the General Assembly of 
the State of Georgia, 187&-1879: 

AN ACT 

To provide for the regulation of railroad freight and passenger tariffs, and the location and 
building of passenger and freight depots in this State ; to prevent unjust discrimination in the 
rates charged for transportation of passengers and freights, and to prohibit railroad compa- 
nies, corporations, and lessees in this JStatefrom charging oUier than just and reasonable rates, 
and to punish the same, and to prescribe a mode of procedure and rules of evidence in rela- 
tion thereto, and to appoint GommissionerSt and to prescribe their povfert and duties in rela- 
tion to the same. 

Whereas, It is made the duty of the General Assembly, in article 4, paragragh 2, and 
section 1 of the Constitution, to pass laws, from time to time, to regulate freight and 
passenger tariffs; to prohibit unjust discrimination on the various railroads of this 
State, and to prohibit railroads from charging other than just and reasonable rates, and 
enforce the same by adequate penalties ; therefore, 
GommiB- SECTION I. Be it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of Georgia, That there shall be three 
apTOlnt- Commissioners, appointed by the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
meiit,tennto carry out the provisions of this Act, of whom one shall be of experience in the law, 
anaaaiary.^^^ one of experience in the railway business. After the expiration of the terms of the 
office of the Commissioners first appointed, the term of office of successors shall be six 
years ; but, at the first appointment, one Commissioner shall be appointed for two years, 
one for four years, and one for six years. The salary of each Commissioner shall be 
twenty-five hundred dollars, to be paid from the Treasury of the State. Any Commis- 
sioner may be suspended from office by order of the Governor, who shall report the 
fact of such suspension, and the reasons therefor, to the next General Assembly, and if 
a majority of each branch of the General Assembly declare that said Commissioner shall 
be removed from office, his term of office shall expire. The Governor shall have the 
same power to fill vacancies in the office of Co-nmissioner as to fill other vacancies, and 
if, for any reason, said Commissioners are not appointed during the present session of 
the General Assembly, the Governor shall appoint them thereafter, and report to the 
next Senate, but the time until then shall not be counted as part of the term of o ffice of 
said Commissioners, resp actively, as herein provided. Said Commissioners shall take an 
oath of office, to be framed by the Governor, and shall not, jointly or severally, or in 
any way, be the holders of any railroad stock or bondd, or be the agent or employee 
of any railroad company, or have any interest in any way in any railroad, and shall so 
continue during the term of office ; and in case any Commissioner becomes disqualified 
in any way, he shall ^t once remove the disqualifications or resign, and on failure so to 
do, he must be suspended from office by the Governor, and dealt with as hereinafter 
provided. In any case of suspension the Governor may fill the vacancy until the sus- 
pended Commissioner is restored or removed, 
igjatlon of Sec. II. That said Commissioner shall be furnished with an office, necessary furniture 
ployment and stationery, and may employ a Secretary or Clerk at a salary of eighteen h undred dol- 
ter^ex-" ^^^^ ®* ^^® expense of the State. The office of said Commissioners shall be kept in At- 
penses, etclanta, and all sums of money authorized to be paid by this Act out of the State Treasury 
shall be paid only on the order of the Governor ; Provided, That the total sum to be 
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expended by said Communionen for office rent, furniture and stationery shall, in no 
ease, exceed the sum of eight hundred ($800) dollars, or so much thereof as may be nec- 
essary, per annum. 

Sec. in. That from and after the passage of this Act, if any railroad corporation, ^^^^}^ 
organized or doing business in this State, under any Act of incorporation or general law fm^s fo^- 
of this State now in force, or which may hereafter be enactec(J or any railroad corpora- *" 

tion organized, or which may hereafter be organized under the laws of any other State> 
and doing business in this State, shall charge, collect, demand or receive more than a 
fair and reasonable rate of toU or compensation for the transportation of passengers or 
freight of any description, or for the use and transportation of any railroad car upon ita 
track, or any of its branches thereof, or upon any railroad within this State which it haa 
the right, license, or permission to use, operate or control, the same shall be deemed 
guilty of extortion, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be dealt with as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sbc. IV. That if any railroad corporation as aforesaid shall make any unjust discrimi- ^°J^^ ^* 
nation in its rates or charges of toll or compensation for the transportation of passengers tion for-* 
or freights of any description, or for the use and transportation of any railroad car upon ^^^^^^* 

said road, or upon any of the branches thereof, or upon any railroads connected there- 
with, which it has the right, license or permission to operate, control or use, within this 
State, the same shall be deemed guilty of having violated the provisions of this Act, and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be dealt with as hereinafter provided. 

Sbc. V. That the Commissioners appointed, as hereinbefore provided, shall, as pro- Duty of 
vided in the next section of this Act, make reasonable and just rates of freight and ^n^' 
passenger tariffs, to be observed by all railroad companies doing business in this State 
on the railroads thereof ; shall make reasonable and just rules and regulations, to be 
observed by all railroad companies doing business in this State, as to charges at any and 
all points, for the necessary handling and delivering of freights; shall make such jusi 
and reasonable rules and regulations as may be necessary for preventing unjust discrim- 
inations in the transportations of freight and passengers on the railroads in this State; 
shall have the power to make just and reasonable joint rates for all connecting railroads 
doing business in this State, as to all traffic or business passing from one of said roads to 
another, ami to require the location of such depots, and the establishment of such freight 
and passenger buildings, as the condition of the road, the safety of freight and the public 
comfort may require; Provided, however. That before applying joint rates to roads that 
are not under the management and control of one and the same company, the Commis- 
sioners shall give thirty days' notice to said roads of the joint rate contemplated, and of 
its division between said roads, and give hearing to roads desiring to object to the same; 
shall make reasonable and just rates of charges for use of railroad cars carrying any and 
all kinds of freight and passengers on said railroad, no matter by whom owned or car- 
ried ; and shall make just and reasonable rules and regulations, to be observed by said 
railroad companies on said railroads, to prevent the giving or pa3ring of any rebate or 
bonui-, directly or indirectly, and from misleading or deceiving the public in any manner 
as to the real rates charged for freight and passengers ; Provided f^ Thai nothing in thia 
Act contained shall be taken as in any manner abrid^png or controlling the rates for 
freight charged by any railroad company in this State for carrying freight which comes 
from or goes beyond the boun^laries of the State, and on which freight less than local 
rates on any railroad carrying the same are charged by such railroad, but said railroad 
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companies shall possess the same power and right to charge such rates for carrying sncli 
freights as they possessed before the passage of this Act; and said Commissioners shall 
iiave full power by rules and regulations to designate and fix the difference in rates of 
freight and passenger transportation, to be allowed for longer and shorter distances on the 
same or different railroads, and to ascertain what shall be the limits of longer an^ 
shorter distances. 

8iEC. YL That the said Railroad Commissioners are herooy authorized and required 
to make for each of the railroad corporations doing buHmess in this State, as soon as 
practicable, a schedule of just and reasonable rates of chargeys for the trareportation of 
passengers and freights and cars on each of said railroads ; and said schedule shall, in 
suits brought against any such railroad corporations wherein is involved the charges of 
any such railroad corporation for the transportation of any passenger or freight or cars, 
or unjust discrimination in relation thereto, be deemed and taken in all courts of this 
State as sufficient evidence that the rates therein fixed are just and reasonable rates of 
charges for the transportation of passengers and freights and cars upon the railroads ; 
and said Commissioners shall, from time to time, and as often as circumstances may 
require, change and revise said schedules. [When any schedule shall have been made 
or revised, as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of said Commissioners to cause publication 
thereof to be made for one time in some public newspaper published in the cities of 
Atlanta, Augusta, Albany, Savannah, Macon, Rome, Athens, Americus and Columbus, 
in this State, at a rate not to exceed fifty cents per square of usual advertising space 
when less than a column is occupied, or more than twelve dollars per column when as 
much space as a column or more is occupied, by inserting said schedule or change of any 
schedule, so that said newspaper shall not charge for such advertising any rate in excess 
of that allowed for county legal advertising ; and after the same shall be so published, it 
shall be the duty of all such railroad companies to post at all their respective stations, 
in a conspicuous place, a copy of said schedule for the protection of the people ; Pro- 
frid£d. That the schedule thus prepared and published, as aforesaid, for all the railroad 
companies now organized under the laws of this State, or that may be organized at the 
time of said publication . Provided, That when any rate or change is made by the Com- 
missioners that affects only one road or roads in a particular locality, the insertion need 
only be made in the paper published in one of the cities named nearest where the 
change is made (Act 27th September, 1883) ; Pwvidedj That the schedules thus prepared 
shall not be taken as evidence, as herein provided, until schedules shall have been pre- 
pared and published as aforesaid, for all the railroad companies now oiganized under 
the laws of this State, or that may be organized at the time of said publication. All 
such schedules, purporting to be printed and published as aforesaid, shall be received and 
held in all such suits a& prima fcusie the schedules of said Commissioners, without further 
proof than the production of the schedules desired to be used as evidence, with a cer- 
tificate of the Railroad Commission that the same is a true copy of the schedule pre- 
pared by them for the railroad company or corporation therein named, and that the 
same has been duly published as required by law.] 

Sbc;. VIL That it shall be the duty of said Commissioners to investigate the books 
and papers of all the railroad companies doing business in this State, to ascertain if the 
rules and regulations aforesaid have been complied with, and to make personal visitation 
of railroad offices, 'stations, and other places of business for the purpose of examina- 
tion, and to make rules and regulations concerning such examination, which rules and 
tegalations shall be observed and obeyed as other rules and regulations aforesaid ; aaid 
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Commiflsionen shall also haye full power And anthoritf to examine all agents and em« 
ployees of said railroad companies, and other persons, under oath or otherwise, in order 
to procure the necessary information to make just and reasonable rates of freight and 
passenger tariffs, and to ascertain if such rules and regulations are observed or violated, 
and to make necessary and proper rules and regulations concerning such examinations, 
and which rules and regulations herein provided for shall be obeyed and enforced as all 
other rules and regulations provided for in this Act. 

Sbc. VIII. That all contracts and agreements between railroad companies doing busi-^^'J^ 
ness in this State, as to rates of freight and. passenger tariffs, shall be submitted to saidsiouen 
Ck>mmi88ioners for inspection and correction, that it may be seen whether or not they tS^tslST- 
are a violation of law or of the provisions of the Constitution, or of this Act, or of the Jj|^ >***• 
rules and regulations of said Commissioners ; and all arrangements and agreements 
whatever as to the division of earnings of any kind by competing railroad companies 
doing business in this State, shall be submitted to said Commissioners for inspection 
and approval, in so far as they affect rules and regulations made by said Commissioners 
to secure to all persons doing business with said companies just and reasonable rates of 
freight and passenger tariffs ; and said Commissioners may make such rules and regu- 
lations as to' such contracts and agreements as may then be deemed necessary and 
proper, and any such agreement, not approved by such Commissioners, or by virtue of 
which rates shall be charged exceeding the rates fixed for freight and passengers, shall 
be deemed, held and taken to be violations of article 4, section 1, paragraph 4 of the 
Constitution,and shall be illegal and void. 

Seo. IX* That if any railroad company doing business in this State, by Its agents or penalty for 
employees, shall be guilty of a violation of the rules and regulations provided and pre- of^j!J||^'^ 
acribed by said Commissioners; and if, after due notice of such violation given to the 
principal officer thereof, ample and full recompense for the wrong or injury done there- 
by to any person or corporation, as may be directed by the Commissioners, shall not be 
made within thirty days from the time of such notice, such company shall incur a 
penalty for each offence of not less than one thousand dollars, nor more than five thou- 
aand dollars, to be fixed by the presiding judge. An action for the recovery of such 
penalty shall lie in any county in the State where such violation has occurred, or wrong 
has been perpetrated, and shidl be in the name of the State of Georgia. The Commis- 
moners shall institute such action through the Attorney-General or Solicitor-General, 
whose fees shall be the same as now provided by law. 

Sbo. X. That if any railroad company doing business in this State shall, in violation ^°|^^«* '•^ 
of any rule or regulation provided by the Oommissioners aforesaid, inflict any wrong from riola- 
or injury on any person, such p^raoci shall have a right of action and recovery for such ^^ 
wrong or injury ip thp county wnere the same was done, in any court having jurisdic- 
tion thvreoi, ana the damages to be recovered shall be the same as in actions between 
individuals, except that, in cases of willful violation of law, such railroad companies shall 
be liable to exemplary damages ; Provided, That all suits under this Act shall be brought 
within twelve months after the commission of the alleged wrong or injury. 

8bo. XI. That in all cases under the provision of this Act the rules of evidence shall Ruiei of 
be the same as in civil actions, except as hereinbefore otherwise provided. All fines 
recovered under the provisions of this Act shall be paid into the State Treasury, to be 
used for sucb purposes as the General Assembly may provide. The remedies hereby 
given the persons injured shall be regarded as cumulative to the remedies now given by 
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law against lailroad oorponitioiui, and this Act shall not be oonstraed as repealing anj 
statute giving such remedies. 

Ssa Xn. That the terms "railroad corporation/' or "railroad company," contained 
in this Act shall be deemed and taken to mean all corporations, companies or Individ • 
uals now owning or operating, or which may hereafter own or operate any railroad, in 
whole or in part, in this State, and the provisions of this Act sl^dl apply to all persons, 
firms and comxmnies, and to all associations of persons, whether incorporated or other- 
wise, that shall do business as common carriers upon any of the lines of railroad in this 
State (street railways excepted), the same as to railroad corporations hereinbefore men- 
tioned. 

Sec. Xin. That all railroad companies in this State shall, on demand, issue duplicate 
freight receipts to shippers, in which shall be stated the class or classes of freight 
shipped, the freight charges over the road giving the receipt, and so far as practicable 
shall state the freight charges over other roads that carry such freight. When the 
eonsignee presents the railroad receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers such 
freight, such agent shall deliver the article shipped upon payment of the rate charged 
for the class of freights mentioned in the receipt. If any railroad company shall violate 
this provision of the statute, such railroad company shall incur a penalty to be fixed and 
collected as provided in section nine of this Act. 

Ssa XIY. That it shall be the duty of the Commissioners herein provided for to 
make to the Governor annual reports of the transactions of their ofSce, and to recom- 
mend, from time to time, such legii^tion as they may deem advisable under the provi* 
■ions of this Act 

Bkc XY. That said railroad Commissioners, in making any examination for £he pur- 
pose of obtaining information pursuant to this Act, shall have power to issue subpoenas 
for the attendance of witnesses, by such rules as they may prescribe. And said witnesses 
shall receive for such attendance two dollars per day, and five cents per mile, traveled 
by the nearest practicable route in going to and returning from the place of meeting of 
said Commissioners, to be ordered paid by the Governor upon presentation of subpoenas, 
sworn to by the witnesses, as to the number of days served and miles traveled, before 
the Clerk of said Commissioners, who is hereby authorized to administer oaths. In 
case any person shall willfully fail or refuse to obey such subpoena, it shall be the duty 
of the Judge of the Superior Court of any county, upon application of said Commission- 
ers, to issue an attachment for such witness, and compel him to attend before the Com- 
missioners and give his testimony upon such matters as shall be lawfully required by 
such Commissioners, and said court shall have power to punish for contempt, as in 
other cases of refusal to obey the process and order of such court. 

Sbc. XVI. That every officer, agent ''pr employee of any railroad company who shall 
willfully neglect or refuse to make and furnish any report required by the Commission- 
ers, as necessary to the purpose of this Act, or who shall willfully and unlawfully 
hinder, delay or obstruct said Commissioners in the discharge of the duties hereby im- 
posed upon them, shall forfeit and pay a sum of not less than one hundred, nor more 
than five thousand doUarsi for each offence, to be recovered in an action of debt in the 
name of the State. 

Bbo. XVII. That all laws militating against this Act are hereby repeded. 
Approved October 14, 1879.

Attorney-General of this State, and he shall also represent them, whenever called upon represent 
to do so, before the Interstate Commerce Commission. SoS^^ 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act, 
be, and the same are, hereby repealed.

ether employees of railroads and conductors of dummy, electric and street cars certain powers 
and authority over passengers, to comply ujith the regulations made by said companies under 
the provisions of ihis Act, to provide a penaity for the vujiation of the same, andforoihcrpur' 
poses. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Georgia, That from and after 
the passage of this Act, all ndlroads doing business in this State shall be required to 
furnish equal accommodations, in separate cars, or compartments of cars, for white and 
colored passengers ; provided, that this Act shall not apply to sleeping cars. 

iSec. 2. Be it further enacted. That all conductors or other employees in charge of 
such cars, shall be required to assign all passengers to their respective cars or compart- 
ments of cars, provided by the said companies under the provisions of this Act, and all 
partz^nts. conductors of dummy, electric and streetcars shall be required, and are hereby em- 
powered, to assign all passengers to seats on the cars under their charge, so as to sepa- 
rate the white and colored races as much as practicable, and all conductors and other 
employees of railroads, and all conductors of dummy, electric and street cars shall have, 
<md are hereby invested with, police powers to carry out the provisions of this Act. 
Penalty for )^ec. 3. Be it further enacts. That any passenger remaining in any car or compart- 
proYiBkins u^ent or seat, Other than that to which he may have been assigned, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished as prescribed in section 4310 
of the Code of 1882. Jurisdiction of such offences shall be in the county in which tbe 
same occurs. Tbe conductor and any and all employees on such cars are hereby clothed 
with power to eject from the train or car any pasc^enger who refuses to remain in such 
'•ar or compartment or seat as may be assigned to him. 
;8ec. 4. Be it further enacted. That when a railroad car is divided into compartments, 
he space set apart or provided for white and colored passengers, respectively, may be 
proportioned according to the proportion of usual and ordinary travel by each on the 
road or line on which, said cars are used. 
Sec^^'5. B€^it further enacted. That it shall be unlawful for the officers or employees 
passeogers haviiig charge of such railroad cars to allow or permit white and colored passengers to 
cupy*same occupy the samrt car or compartment, and for a violation of this section, any such officer 
compart- or employee shall be guilty of a mifdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
^^^ ** ished as is prescribed in section 4310 of tlie Code of 1882. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
nurses or servants in attendance on their employers. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That all companies operating and using compartment 
cars or separate cars shall furnish to the passengers comfortable seats, and have such 
pars well and sufficiently lighted and ventilated, and a failure to so do shall be a misde 
meaner, punishable under section 4310 of the Code of 1882. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
be, and the same are, hereby repealed.

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TAX AGAINST RAILROAD, EXPRESS, SLEEPING-CAR, AND TELEGRAPH 

COMPANIES. 

No. 32. 

An Act to authorize the Comptroller-General to appoint one of the Railroad Commissioner 
of this State to act as arbitrator in certain cases, and for other purposes. 

Section I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Georgia, That from and after 
the passage of this Act, that in all cases of disagreement between the Comptroller-Gen> 
eral and any railroad or express company, sleeping-car companies, and telegraph com 
panies owning property in this State, as to the taxable value of their said property, and where 
said differences are referred to arbitrators, the Comptroller-General shall appoint any one of 
the Railroad Commissioners to act as arbitrator for the State, in each case; and it shall be the 
duty of said Railroad Commissioner, when thus appointed, to perform the duty of aibitraton 
without any additional compensation to his regular salary. 

Sbc. II. Be it further enacted. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

The above tariffs are maximum rates, and will apply to all Express Companies doing 
1>ucdnefl8 within the State of Georgia, and will be governed by the rules ana regulations 
of the said Express Companies as far as said rules are applicable to the business done 
within the State of Georgia, and are not in conflict with the rules adopted by the Com- 
mission governing Express Companies.

All charges on freights weighing more than five pounds and passing over two or more

Im the State of Georgia the said classifications, rates and rules, with such explanations 
as are necessary for a full understanding of the same. , 

BULB 4. 

Graduated rates apply to matter weighing less than one hundred pounds. 

BULE 6. 

Two or more packages weighing each 10 pounds or over, forwarded by one shipper at 
the same time to one consignee, may be charged for on the aggregate weight as above. 
Packages weighing less than 10 pounds each snipped as in theforegoing section, may be 
aggregated, provided they are estimated and charged for as weighing 10 pounds each. 
Actual weignt only must be entered on the way-bill. If articles of different classes are 
aggregated^ the charge may be made at the rate applying to the highest class.

Except as otberwise specially provided, telegraph company shall not collect more tha» 
twenty-five cents for its service in transmitting any message of ten words or less, ex> 
elusive of date, addrens and signature, between any two points within this State, nor 
moie than two cents for each additional word of a day message, nor more than one^ 
cent for each additional word of a night message ; and no additional charge shall be made- 
for repeating a message — that is, telegraphing it back to the office where it originated^ 
for con^parison. 

BULB 2. 

No extra charge shall be made for delivering a telegraphic message in cities or* towns- | 
in this State within a radius of one mile from the office of the delivering telegraph 
company, provided that such point of final delivery is within the corporate limits of 
such town or city. 

For the delivery of one or more messages by one messenger at the same time to one 
addressee, beyond the limits above mentioned, telegraph companies may charge not 
more than fifteen cents for the first mile, or fraction thereof, beyond, such limits, %ad 
ten cents for each subsequent mile, or fraction thereof, beyond such limits. 

Wherever practicablft, such telegraph company may deliver such messages by tele- 
phone, upon written request of tlie sender or addressee thereof, and charge the actual 
expense of so doing.
